The study for which this supplement was 
prepared consisted cf an investigation of the use of 
libraries outside their own campus by the students, 
faculty, and research personnel of Chio colleges and 
universities. The results, conclusions and recommendations 
based on the data collected are published separately (LI 
001 802). This supplement consists of tables and maps, 
grouped by region, which shew the borrowing patterns for 
every Chic college and university included in the original 
study. These data were obtained from the interlibrary lean 
records of the institutions surveyed, covering the 12-month 
period between June 1967 and July 1968. The table for each 
institution shows the total number of items borrowed from 



other colleges and universities in the state, from 
non-academic libraries threughout Ohic, and from academic 
and non-academic institutions in other states. The number 
of theses and dis £ jl tatiens are noted separately. The maps 
included with the tables illustrate the in-state borrowing 
patterns, both from academic and non-academic libraries, 
for each institution.

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INTRODUCTION 

The tables which follow show the borrowing patterns for every 
college and university in Ohio which was included in the original 
study, as listed on page iv. Totals are shown for items borrowed 
in each case from the other colleges and universities in the state, 
from the non-academic libraries throughout Ohio, and from academic 
and non-academic institutions in other states. Theses and 
dissertations borrowed from academic institutions are noted in 
parentheses, although they are included in the total borrows from 
such institutions*. 

The map facing each table illustrates the in-state borrowing 
pattern, both from academic and non-academic libraries, for that 
institution. 

These tables and maps have been grouped by region. The region 
and the institutions within it preface each group, of which there 
are seven. Institutions within regions are presented in alphabetical 
order.
